We have everything to gain 
and nothing to lose by a change in the Government at 
Ottawa. I need hardly announce, therefore, that I 
am still faithful in my allegiance to the party of which 
Sir John A. Macdonald is the lender. At tho samo 
time, if elected, I cannot promise to give that great 
party, cither in opposition or in possession of the 
Treasury Benches, a blind, unreasoning and slavish 
support'; because It can easily bo imagined that ques- 
tions may arise when to do so would be detrimental 
to the best interests of your large nnd influential dis- 
trict. Those interests shall always be paramount to 
every party consideration. 

Tho claims upon the Dominion Government for the 
construction of the Island Railway, in which you nro 
particularly interested, must bo held inviolate. While 
other districts have been filling up with industrious 
immigrants, the settlement of Vancouver has been 
retarded by the withdrawal of all tho Crown lands 
from preemption in the railway belt, thus rendering 
it impossible to form nn estimate of the injury, direct 
and indirect, that has boon perpetrated by the " how- 
not-to-do-it" policy of tlio Mackenzie Administration. 

Tho present TnrilT is not suited to all sections of tlio 
Dom mon. I believe that a measure can be devised 
that will be fair and oquitablo to all the Provinces, and 
tend to foster and encourage manufacturing, agricul- 
tural and other interests throughout Canada. Being 
quite alive to tho necessity of great caution in dealing 
with this question, I will here assure the electors that, 
if successful at the polls, their interests shall bo mado 
paramount to every other consideration when tlio 
proper time arrives for legislating upon a subject of bo 
much importance. 

With r «£ard to questions of a local nature, such as 
postal, telegraphic, marine, etc., etc., which may come 
under the purview of the general government, I 
will, if returned, omit no opportunity of represanting 
your wants and claims at tho propor thno and in the 
proper quarter. 

No time will ho lost in prosecuting a personal can- 
vass throughout the district, and whenever practicable 
public meetings will bo held, which will enable mo to 
enter more into detail on the above-mentioned sub- 
jects, and touch upon others that cannot be discussed 
in the spaco usually allotted to an address of this des- 
cription.

Actions are said to speak louder 
than words. Governments and men 
must be judged by their acts. If they 
were taken ttt their professions it is to 
be feared that an investor would make 
a sorry bargain, indeed. Just now 
wo think of the treatment school- 
teachers"arc receiving at the hands of 
the Government. Their salaries are 
three months in arrear. Other officials 
have been paid. Members of tho Leg- 
islature have been paid. The Minis- 
terial trio — those overworked, conscien- 
tious, painstaking, pious humbugs — 
have been paid. Political "loblolly 
boys" for questionable services at the 
olections have been paid. Accounts 
that the Elliott Government refused 
to recognize have been paid. Every- 
body has been paid — except the school- 
teachers. The Government organ de- 
nies that Mr. Walkem is opposed to 
free schools. But, actions speak louder 
than words. If lie favored those insti- 
tutions, would he not do all in his power 
to foster them and encourage faith- 
"ful men and women who are devoting 
tho best years of their lives to the cause 
of education 1 Is it any wonder that a 
spirit of insubordination has begun to 
invade the institution, and that 
the permanency of the fabric is threat- 
ened 1 The inexplicable conduct of 
the Government is imperiling the ex- 
istence of the schools, and were the 
teachers to "strike' - for their pay to- 
morrow the establishments must be clos- 
ed until it should pieasc tho people to 
replace tho present obstructives with 
men of more enlightened, liberal and 
progressive minds. 



The Triumph of a Managing Mammc, 



" Templeton" writes from Boston to 
tho Hartford Courant : So Mrs. Par- 
an Stevens has married her daughter 
into the Engliuh nobility at last. The 
case presents a notablo instance of an 
ambition early conceived, persistently 
adhered to, and triumphantly realized. 
Mrs. Paran Stevens was what one of 
our Boston wits once called "a chop- 
house impresario." Her husband was 
tho first great hotel keeper of Boston. 
When I first remember him ho was 
keeping the New England house, a ho- 
tel at the north end of Boston, in which 
Boston merchants boarded their clerks, 
for the purpose of capturing country 
customers as they came to the city. 
(This was before the days of "drum- 
mers," you know.) The New England 
house was well kept in its way, but it 
was several degrees below first-class. 
When the Revere house was built 
everybody was surprised at the ambi- 
tion of Mr. Stevens to be its landlord. 
He took it, and kept it well, too. More 
than all this, he taught the landlords 
all over the country how to improve in 
their business. He was a clear-headed, 
sound-minded business-man, who knew 
his own sphere and his own strength, 
and never attempted anything above 
them. He died worth 81,000,000. In 
the clays of his early prosperity he mar- 
ried the lady who is now his widow. 
She was considerably younger than 
himself, and a resident of Lowell, in 
this State. She brought hint no money, 
but she had a boundless social ambi- 
tion. It did not procure her the en- 
trance to society in Boston, even after 
her great wealth came. Neither did 
New York readily yield to her when 
the family moved to that city. Then 
she set about buying for her children a 
place independent of either city. 
Her daughter Minnie, who promised 
to be a brilliant and a beautiful girl, 
was destined by her mother to lead the 
fortunes of the family to this end. She 
educated her most carefully. She 
brought her up and brought her out ac- 
cording to the strictest propriety, and 
when at last Minnie was educated and 
ready for society, she was able to say 
that the girl was fit to be a bride for 
the best of their coronets. Such was 
the general opinion also. Miss Stevens 
had many admirers for her amiability, 
her grace, and her intelligence. Still 
tho doors of New York did not open to 
her. She went abroad, and she inado 
just the sensation the mother's heart 
had longed for. This reputation fol- 
lowed her home, and when titled for- 
eigners came to pay her attention, then 
New York also yielded. The unplea- 
sant feature about it all is tho fitting of 
a young American girl for the foreign 
matrimonial market, the advertising 
her in advance as preparing for .that 
distinction. You can find the whole 
process set. out in " The Tender Recol- 
lections of Irene MacGillicuddy," which 
almost everybody inside feels that Mrs. 
Stevens suggested. Mrs. Stevens' cam- 
paign shows how much can be done 
with money, too, among the best blood 
of the English nobility. For Miss 
Stevens is but an inn-keeper's daughter, 
after all. The 84,000,000 that her 
father left was enrpioyed by her mother 
to tempt the English families to an al- 
liance, which it is too probable that her 
grace and sweetness would not alone 
have secured. There is hardly $1,000,- 
000 of it left. Mrs. Stevens' estate is 
understood to have shrunk severely 
with tho other fall in values. But wc 
may trust the English to secure their 
dot. The husband will get a very 
charming wife. Let us hope that he 
will deserve her. And while Mrs. 
Stevens has fairly earned the success 
that has come to her endeavors, let us 
hope that other American mothers will 
not be driven wild with emulation. We 
need such girls as Minnie Stevens, with 
or without their fortune, at home. I 
can't rofrain from alluding to the ro- 
mance of the thing, with all the rest. 
From the New England house, at which 
they still sell chops in the most dingy 
part of Boston, to the society of Buck- 
ingham Palace is a very long stride. It 
is ns near the fftbled splendor of trans- 



formation in fairy talc, as we often get 
nowadays. Yankee sense and shrewd- 
ness and Yankee energy and persever- 
ance are the magic wands that wrought 
this spectacle. 



English Hail. 

(Pur Steamship Dakota.) 

During the year 1877, 1,175 persons 
were killed, and 3,705 injured by rail- 
road accidents in Great Britain. 

The Egyptian Government has re- 
solved to establish a weekly line of 
steamers between Alexandria and the 
island of Cyprus. 

Boys of ten, and thereabouts, who 
throw stones at London trains, are lock- 
ed up four days, and receive six strokes 
of the birch. 

ThoMarquis of Lome find tlie Prin- 
cess Louise, are visiting their German 
cousins prior to their departure for 
Canada. 

Poor health has compelled Prof.

The centre of gravity was so nicely 
calculated at the raising of Cleopatra's 
Needle that, when they got its iron 
jacket on, and it was raised by the 
trunnions, it balanced exactly, and one 
man could swing the great mass of two 
hundred tons.

The will of Mrs de Tourville, who 
was murdered by her husband in the 
Tyrol in 1S7G, is in litigation in the 
London Probate Court. It bequeathed 
her estate, amounting to some $200,- 
000, to her husband who is serving out 
a life sentence for her murder, and has 
assigned his interest. The next of kin 
to the lady are contesting tho will. 

Landseer painted a splendid New- 
foundland, with the title, "A Distin- 
guished Member of the Humane So- 
ciety," which is no misnomer, as far as 
the water is concerned, but we never 
heard of one of those dogs saving life 
by fire. This, however, has been done 
by a retriever at the residence of Mr. 
Francis, an English telegraph engineer, 
whose dog heaving the screaming when 
the room was on fire rushed in and 
brought down the youngest, aged three 
years. 

The profits of the illustrated journals 
in England are enormous. The Graphic 
was started with a capital of $75,000, 
and this was subsequently increased to 
$100,000. The profits of the paper 
during the past year have been 100 per 
cent.

The 
capital actually laid out at the' begin- 
ning has been returned to the stock- 
holders.

Public Mooting at Esquimalt. 

A numerously attended meeting of the 
electors of Victoria District, convened by 
Mr. J. P. Davies, was held at the School- 
houso, Esquinialt. Mr. W. Fisher, J.P., 
was voted to the chair. 

Mr. Davies said that the present was 
the first tune ho had appeared before the 
people of Esquimalt as a candidate for the 
Commons ; but he could assure them that 
if elected they would find him working in 
tho right direction. He deemed it highly 
desirable that tho Province should bo rep- 
resented at Ottawa by a good business 
man, and ho would leave it to those pres- 
ent to say whether, as a business man, ho 
had been successful or not. With refer- 
ence to political parties he would at once 
state that if elected ho would bo a sup- 
porter of Sir John A. Macdonald party ; 
but he wished it to bfe understood that if 
the party did not do that which is just and 
honorablo to tho Provinco ho would not 
for a moment uphold them. Ho thought 
it proper that the existing tariff should bo 
modified so as to afford protection to tho 
products of the agricultural districts. If 
elected ho would do all in his power to 
secure that protection. Alluding to the 
railway question ho said that the routo via 
Bute Inlet was doubtless tho one designed 
by nature for tho great transcontinental 
line ; but if it was found impossible to 
secure construction through that section 
of tho country ho would in aiiy event in- 
sist on commencement of tho railway on 
tho seaboard of tho Provinco at such 
place as tho engineers might deom 
most oxpodicnt. Ho felt assured that 
eventually tho lino will come via Bute In- 
let and that the 'terminus will bo at Es- 
quimalt. (Hear, hoar). Ho spoke of tho 
construction of tho dry dock as a work of 
national importance, and pledged himself 
to do his utmost to secure its completion. 
Ho hoped that in tho future tho great 
error of the past— dissension— would be 
avoided, and that whoever might be elec- 
ted to represent the Provinco would be 
found working in harmony for tho inter- 
ests of tho country at large. Ho referred 
to tho frequent promises made by Canada 
— promises just as frequently broken — 
and alluded to the policy of the Domin- 
ion Government in sending out broken- 
down politicians to pit tho Mainland 
against tho Island and thus afford Mac- 
kenzie an opportunity for further delay in 
railway construction. He clearly ox- 
plained that ho was not a supporter of 
Mr. Mackonzio, and referred to tho fact 
that tho Dominion Government had re- 
cently taken from him business that he 
was formerly permitted to transact for 
that Government. With reference to tho 
celebrated "convention" ho stated that 
he discovered just in time that it was cut 
and dried; that Mr. DoCosmos and Mr. 
Dalby should bo nominated. Ho ox- 
pressed himself strongly in favor of re- 
stricting Chineso immigration, and stated 
that in tho evont of tho bill passed by the 
local Government being disallowed, lie 
would do all in his power to secure the 
passago of a measure to protect white 
labor. Ho said that he had always boon 
the friend of tho workingman and assured 
the mooting that if elected ho would do 
Ilia utmost to obtain justice for tho Prov- 
inco. (Loud applause). 

Mr. Dalby said tho Dominion had not 
acted honorably to the Province and if 
elected he would put forth overy exertion 
to secure tho return to power of Sir John 
A. Macdonald. Ho referred to an item 
that had appeared in The Colonist stating 
that ho was in favor of Chineso labor and 
had erected a number of shanties for the 
accommodation of Celestials. This, he 
desired to state, was false, inasmuch as lie 
had let one of the houses alluded to to a 
white man for $13 per month and had re- 
fused £24 from a Chinaman. [A Voice — 
Who was tho white man >] Ho was oppos- 
ed to Chineso labor (laughter.) Mr. 
Davies had been guilty of a barefaced false 
hood when he stated that it was a pre- 
concerted dodge to nominate himself arid 
Mr. DoCosmos. 

Mr. Davis, addressing Mr. Dalby, n$d 
that his (Mr. Davies') narration of tho p: 
ceedings of tho convention was literacy 
true. He had been tabooed and IV 
Dalby knew it. Ho had it from the lij^h 
of one of the members of the conventions 
and when Mr. Dalby assorted that the 
convention was not a trap he stated which 
he knew was an untruth. Under the cir- 
cumstances ho would simply say that a 
gentleman would not insult him and that 
a blackguard could not (cheers. ) 

Mr. DoCosmos being called upon, re- 
peated tho language that had passed bo- 
tween Mr. Davies and Mr. Dalby. Ho 
did not oppose Mr. Davies, and thought 
it strange that ho should plead ignorance 
of politics and oxpect to be elected. Ho 
(Mr. DcC.) alluded to his long acquaint- 
ance with politics, and said ho was the 
only successful newspaper man that had 
over set foot in British Columbia. (Laugh- 
ter.) He was a supporter of the Liberal - 
Conservative party. Every representa- 
tive had a right to contend for tho route 
ho might think best. With reference to 
tho adoption of the Fraser river route, he 
said that it would bo found impossible to 
raiso enough business in that locality to 
grease tho axles of the railway cars. Mr. 
Todd had declined originally to face tho 
people because ho was afraid of them. 
(No! No!) The convention had only 
been formed to settle a family quarrel, 
and he had proposed to cast lots for the 
candidates to run with him; but tho ass 
pirants saidfethat looked too much likh 
gambling. Mr. Todd did not dare to sub| 
mit the question to a public meeting! 
(That's not so — he put it to the last mect-i 
ing held in Victoria. Ho is a gentleman | 
cheers) The lion, gentleman pledged! 
himself to oppose the employment oft 
Mongols on tho railway. He reiterated 
his explanation of the suppression of the 
dry dock telegram and said that as he 
sacrificed his lifo to politics he hoped tho 
people would think of him on election 
day. 

Mr. Davies asked Mr. DeCosmos if," in 
tho event of the Bute Inlet route not be- 
ing adopted whether he would support 
construction by some other route rather 
than have no railway at all ? 

Mr. DeCosmos said that ho naturally 
preferred tho Bute Inlet rottfe; but if lie 
couldn't get tho line there he Would take 
it where lie could got it. 1 In case tho rail; 
way is not commenced by next spring, in 
accordance with the Carnarvon Terms, he 
would then bo in favor of separation. He 
would admit that lie had a mortgage on 
lands through which tho railway, if it 
came by Buto Inlet, would pass. 

Mr. Davies — Ah! I thought your advo- 
cacy of Buto Inlet route was a pocket in-j 
terest. Have you not bought from thel 
Bank of British Columbia tho late Mr. 
Waddington's interest in tho townsite at 
Waddington harbor / 

Mr. DoCosmos said ho had not. 

After a desultory discussion 

Mr. Wilby briofly addressed the meeting, 
and upheld the action of tho convention 
as honorable. He would call upon Mr. 
Todd at the next public meeting to sub- 
stantiate his statement. 

Mr. Fisher explained that he had called 
for an investigation as to the suppression 
of tho dry dock telogram in tho publio in- 
UvMfc. It \t»s * most importunfc docu- 



ment and if it had been known to have ex- 
isted two years since it would have had a 
material effect with reference to the dry 
dock policy of the Government. Ho was 
entitled to call for tho telegram and it 
was Mr. DeCosms' duty to have placed it 
on record when ho received it.

Tho San Francisco Stock Market. 



Readers of The Colonist will have notic- 
ed an extraordinary upward tondency in 
tho valuo of mining stocks at San Fran- 
cisco within tho past month. Shares in 
one or two of tho mines, which sold for $2 
and §4 a few weokjfijgo, havo advanced to 
§90 and $185 and aro still advancing. 
Many fortunos havo boen made within a 
few days by those who bought low and 
sold high, and tho circlo of buyers, attract- 
ed by tho success of those who have en- 
tered the lists, is constantly enlarging. 
The Sierra Novada mine, about which tho 
greatest interest centres, sold u month ago 
at §4 per share. Friday it was held at 
§185 per share. Tho rise is duo to the 
operations of a syndicate! of seven specula- 
tors, led by a Canadian namod Skao, who 
havo obtained control of all- but about 
4,000 of the sharos. Two or three weoks 
ago the Bonanza kings cast thoir influence 
against Sierra Novada and tried to "bear" 
tho stock by agreeing to deliver 30,000 
shares within a given time at a vory low 
figure. They would roquire, at tho rato 
that obtained Friday, to oxpond §5,- 
500,000 to fulfil thoir ongagomonts. 
Should tho stock advanco to $1,000 a sharo 
(and if the syndicate holds togother) tho 
Bonanza kings whl bo dethroned and a 
new dynasty will reign, for they will lose 
$30,000,000. 

Stack RobiiurKillf.d. — On last Friday 
night, tho 0th inst. , tho stage from Yreka 
to Bedding was stopped about 17 miles 
south of tho former placo by throe masked 
men, who presentod guns and domanded 
the mail sacks and express box. Whilo 
tho driver was preparing to comply with 
their peremptory request, Mr. John Rey- 
nolds, Wells, Fargo & Co.'s messenger, 
who was on tho seat with the driver, 
quick as a flash drew a boad on the load- 
ing robber and shot him dead. Tho 
horses, frightened at tho roport, com- 
menced rearing and plunging, which dis- 
concerted the robbers, who fired, doing 
no other injury than killing one of tho 
horses. After firing their pieces thsy 
plunged into a friendly thicket and dis- 
persed. Tho dead man was left at a house 
near by. 

Cassiau. — Thero is mors gold coming 
out of Cassiar this than any previous sea- 
son, and few men aro leaving. The 
reason is that men aro content to work 
for smaller pay, and do not run after ex- 
citomcnts so much as formerly. Tho new 
creek is likely to furnish permanent dig- 
gings. About 70 men aro working on 
LiardRivcrncar FortHalkett. "Big" Levy 
wr nt up the Liard and Francis Rivors to 
Francis Lake, and said ho found coarse 
gold in two streams that fall into 
Francis Lake, and that thero aro oxteh- 
sivo bar3 on Liard River that will pay 
from $3 to $G a dxy to tho hand. The 
season had been favorable for ceroals and 
vegetables which grow to great perfection. 

Skeena Quartz. — Tho Madden Lead 
on Skeena River is three feet in width, 
well-defined and contains considerable free 
gold in tho cropping. Tho country rock 
is blue slate.. Tho quartz on tho surface 
is white. After sinking a foot it bocomos 
of * bluish-gray huo, spangled with ore and 
chloride of silver. The vein crosses a 
small stream which discharges into the 
Skeena some distance below the Kitselass 
canon. The Skcona is navigable with

A visit to Cariboo now-a-days is a more 
pleasant trip. Tho old experience of 
sleeping on a soft plank overy night in'a 
crowded bar room, with an occasional hay 
loft as a special concession, are among tho 
things of the past ; and in their placo we 
find a well appointed lino of stages, with 
steady, careful drivers, who are without 
exception, courteous and accommodating 
to passengers, and a wagdn road of 400 
miles which is unoqualed elsewhere on 
the Pacific Coast. 

As a general thing tho country seoms 
dead, as though it had tho dry rot. Now 
Westminster looks flourishing, and evi- 
dently feels tho beneficial effects of tho 
salmon canning industries; but tho interior 
towns of Yale, Lytton, Quesnollo and 
elsewhere, which formerly wore full of 
life and bustlo, crowded with pack trains, 
and with miners going to and from tho 
mines, now seem dismally dull and 
deserted. Cariboo has, of courso", 
changod with tho rest; changed out of all 
knowlodgo, in fact. Tho first tiling that 
strikes one's notico on tho road from 
Quesnelle to Stanley is the numbor of 
Cinnamon in tho country. It may havo 
boon a more coincidence, but as a matter 
of fact overy minor wo mot on tho road on 
our way to Lightning Creek was a China- 
man; anil every team wo passed, and thero 
were sevaral of thorn, wore being piloted 
along by "'John". Another marked chango 
is in the number of bright-eyed, healthy 
youngsters playing about tho stroots, giv- 
ing a homelike, sottlcddown appearanco 
to tho country. Tho old Spring and Fall 
migration came to an end years ago, and 
folks now call Cariboo their homo. 

Tho placer mines of Cariboo may bo 
disposed of in a few words. On Light- 
ning Creek the Vancouver Company 
is taking out wages for four men; the 
"Bonanza" company aro struggling with 
water, but report good prospects; and a 
few other claims are awaiting tho results 
of tho "Bonanza." On William Creek 
a few hydraulic claims at tho uppor end 
of tho creek aro paying pretty well; nota- 
bly, that of tho Bed Rock Flume Com- 
pany; a little is also doing at Stout's 
Gulch and Conklin's Gulch. With tho ex- 
ception of tho old Black Jack Company, 
which is doing remarkably well, tho rest 
of tho mining is confined to a few solitary 
miners, scraping along the bed rock of tho 
sido hills, and to tho Chinamen who 
usually contrive to find a picking out of 
tho abandoned claims. All the lower end 
of the creek which in early days was liko 
a beehive is now ono vast solitude, filled 
up and smoothed off with tailings from 
tho hydraulic washings. From the out- 
lying creek come in little driblots of dust, 
but as a general rule the placers of 1803-4 
are' worked out. Thero is a now field, 
however, opening up on Snow Shoe Creek 
which looks very promising, and it is of 
course, quite within the range of possibil- 
ity that other discoveries may follow. 

Tho future of Cariboo, however, hangs 
on its quartz developments, and thoro is 
quartz everywhere. 

To begin with the Stanley district, 
there aro on Burns Mountain throe 
claims partially opened up. Tho 
first ono commonly known as the Boedy 
claim is down 30 feet; it is 18 inches wide 
on top and gradually narrowed down to 
about 3 inches at tho bottom, with a 
probability of it3 widening out again. 
Tho ore is rich, and milled overS30 a ton 
at the prospecting mill at Richfield. Mr. 
Beody has procured tho shaft house and 
water power of the "Spruce" Company at 
Van Winkle, and has ordered a small 
newly patented ono stamp mill from San 
Francisco, said to be equal to a five stamp 
mill of the ordinary construction. 

The Adams Company aro down 18 foot, 
with a well defined ledge between 3 and 
4 feet wide on top, narrowing to about 
2J- foot at the bottom of tho shaft. The 
ore is said to ussay §37 to tho ton of a 
free milling character and improving as it 
goes down. Owing to the difficulty of 
keeping out the water, in the absence of 
proper pumping facilities, tho claim is 
temporarily laid over. 

The Discovery Company, Montgomery 
Ledge, have a strong vein three feet wide 
on tho top, and widening out to 4i feet 
at tho bottom of the shaft, which is 30 
feet deep. Tho rock did not prove rich 
enough to work, and tho usual trouble of 
too much water in the shaft and too little 
money to sot up a pump, has caused a 
cocession of work for tho time being. 
Before stopping work, however, tho ledge 
was stripped for a distance of 120 feet 
from the shaft, and an excellent pros- 
pect found a few feet below the surface. 

Mr. Beedy's little mill will no doubt 
wake them all up again as soon as it 
arrives. 

Tho nucleus of tho quartz developments 
is on the mountains bordering William 
Creok and its vicinity. Tho Big Bonanza 
lode is the one which first attracts atten- 
tion, and in view of tho hopes and fonrs 
that have been hanging on this lodge for 
many months, and tho various opinions 
expressed, one almost hesitates to say a 
word about it. The Cariboo Co.'s claim 
has evidently had tho most work expend- 
ed on it. The tunnel runs in from the 
mountain side, at right angles to the ledge, 
which it crosses, showing u width of some- 
where between 20 and 30 fu '. It is some- 
what difficult for any one not well versed 
in mining matters to tell exactly whore it 
commences and where it ends, especially 
on a first visit. There is a short drift 
made on the ledge to tho right of the tun- 
nel, widening out to a chamber, in which 
one sees by the light of the candles a vast 
mass of white quartz mixed up with slate 
and black lead, and streaks and lumps of 
glistening stilphurets. Somo of those 
streaks ars said to assay as high as §40 to 
!j50 per ton and upwards. A sample sent 
by the company, or some of its members, 
to Portland, a fair average of what they 
considered to bo milling ore, gave a result 
of something over $11 per ton. In this 
drift a winze has been sunk, which is re- 
ported to have dcvoloped a seven foot 
streak of pay rock. It is at present full 
of wator and boarded over. 

Tho St. Laurent a splendidly 
constructed tunnel, which also intersects 
a similar body of quartz, but of less width. 
Ono comes away with the impression that 
it is not far enough in. 

The Lowhee Company havo a large pile 
of fine looking quartz, outside tho Victoria 
Co.'s shaft-house. Samples of this ore 
sent to both Portland and San Francisco 
gavo a milling return of over $22 per ton. 
It is all exactly alike, one piece just as 
good as another. Thero has boen some 
conflict of opinion as to whether this 
is really a part of tho Bonanza ledge or 
not. The ore was taken out at a lower 
depth than any from either tho Cariboo or 
tho St. Laurent, and if it is a sample of 
what tho latter companios may look for 
by sinking down on their claims one would 
think tiioy need not ask for anything 
better. 

This Bonanza ledge appears to run for 
miles right across the country in a north- 
easterly and southeasterly direction or, to 
be more exact, 70" west. 

On the mountain to the right of 
WiUi»» Crsek tra the Wilkinson and 



Steadinan ledges running nearly parallel, 
and which aro probably merely forks of 
the Bonanza coming together again further 
to the eastward. Here aro located the 
B. C. M. & M, Co.'s claim, tho Proser- 
pine, tho Porseverance and others. The 
Proserpino Co. havo a shaft 75 feet in 
depth, which cuts tho ledge diagonally. 
Th» ledge is still in tho shaft and is about 
14 feet wide. Samplos of ore (fine grain- 
ed sulphuret) aro said to havo assayed 
from S80 to $90 per ton. Tho shaft is 
now full of water. A few days ago tiioy 
commenced stripping some ground on tho 
surface, and doveloped somo oxydized ore, 
which prospected well, somo of tho samples 
showing gold plainly. Tho B. C. Co. 's 
shaft is also full of wator. Pionber. 



Novr Westminster District. 

The romains of Mr. James Roberts, 
accidentally drowned, were interred in tho 
Masonic Comotery at Sapperton on Wed- 
nesday last.

Ono of the bridges 
was in groat danger of being consumod a 
few days ago by tho dovouring element, 
and had it not boon for the arrival and 
prompt assistanco of some gentlemen, 
would havo no doubt bsen destroyed. Ow- 
ing to tho numbor of fallon trees obstruct- 
ing tho way it is impossible to got a team 
over this road. 

The Preach Army of To-day. 

Before tho Franco-German war tho 
Liberals incessantly demanded the cutt- 
ing down of tho war estimates, tho ro- 
duection of the annual contingent, and 
even the abolition of the permanent army. 
These same politicians who threw num- 
erous obstalcos in tho way of Marshal 
Neil's reorganization of tho army and 
tho mobiles, have, after a severe lesson, 
lived to vote for a compulsory service, 
military districts, and war estimates 
far in excess of those of the Empire. 

In 1870, the last year of the Empire, 
the war estimates were 373,000,000 
francs, while in 1877 they were 550,- 
000,000 francs, not to spesk of the 
"compte de liquidation," or money voted 
for replenishing arsenals, etc. It is 
now estimated that the military forces 
of France consists of 3,600,000 men — 
that is to say, a tenth of the population ; 
and they are thus divided; Under the 
flag; permanant army, 480,000 men; 
permanent navy, 50,000 men. Then 
come the men who belong to the active 
army, but who are not on active ser- 
vice: army, 1,600,000: navy, 70,000 
men. The territorial army is set down 
with its reserve, at 1,400,000 men. 
This make a total of 3,070,000 men 
not counting the permanent, portion 
of the army, namely the officers. It is 
estimated that in the event of a mobili- 
zation it could be possible to encadrer 
1,800,000 men — that is to say, the reg- 
imental staffs are accounted sufficiently 
strong for this mass of soldiers. The 
infantry mobilized would be represent- 
ed by 770,000 men, the artillery by 
142,000, the cavalry by 80,000 the 
engineers by 20,000, the military train 
by 44,000, and the gendarm'ie by 50,- 
000, the administration by 26,000,-and 
the auxiliary services by 38,000. 

Once this mighty host mobilized and 
placed in the field, there would still re- 
main 900,000 men (of whom 300,000 
are trained) to fill up vacancies. And 
behind these, again, the territorial army 
which is being rapidly organized, and 
is every day growing in strength, and 
such corps as the Douaniers, or custom- 
house officers, and the Foresters, which 
corps, according to the Army List of 
1878, consists of thirty-five companies 
and three squadrons. — Pall Mall 
Gazette.
